Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Clark  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report,  for  the  year  1957. 

During  the  year  a new  sewage  works  was  provided  for 
Cockfield,  Esperley  and  High  and  Low  Lands  area.  In  addi- 
tion, work  on  the  new  water  supply  to  the  parish  of  Eggleston 
was  nearly  completed. 

There  was  a considerable  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths 
in  the  area  ( 1 95  compared  with  232  in  1 956)  , giving  a crude 
death  rate  of  9.8  per  1 ,000  home  population  compared  with 
11.1  for  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a marked  fall  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet 
fever,  only  four  cases  being  notified,  compared  with  1 0 in 
1956  and  13  in  1953.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified 
and  only  one  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  Polio  Vaccination  Scheme  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  over  500  children  living  in  your  area  were  given 
two  injections  of  vaccine.  I am  grateful  to  the  County 
Welfare  Medical  Officers  and  to  the  local  general  practitioners 
for  their  co-operation  in  the  carrying  out  of  thisj  scheme. 

1 am  also  again  indebted  to  the  Council  and  to  my 
fellow-officials  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  matters 
relating  to  my  Department.

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County  Nursing  Association,  whereby  the  Durham  County 
Council  delegated  this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the 
Association,  ceased  to  exist  on  1st  April,  1954,  and  the 
County  Council  took  over  direct  administration  from  this 
date- 

Direct  control  was  also  assumed  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil of  the  arrangements  made  for  the  provision  of  a domiciliary 
midwife  service.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Centres  administered  by  the  Durham 
County  Council  are  held  at  Butterknowle,  Cockfield,  Middle- 
ton-in-Teesdale, Staindrop,  and  Witton  Park.  Temporary- 
School  Clinics  are  provided  at  Evenwood  C.E.  School  and 
Butterknowle  County  School.  Weekly  sessions,  attended  by 
an  Acting  School  Nurse,  are  held  at  these  clinics. 
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Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treat- 
ment are  sent  to  one  of  the  hospitals  controlled  by  the  South 
West  Durham  Hospital  Management  Committee.  The  Mar- 
wood  Hospital,  situated  in  this  area  and  formerly  adminis 
tered  by  the  Auckland,  Shildon  and  Willington  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  has  now  been  taken  over  as  a private  residence.  There 
are  no  other  hospitals  in  the  district. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

I.  WATER.  Supplies  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board 
were  again  satisfactory  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  samples  were  also  taken  during  the 
year  of  supplies  within  the  area  of  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board,  samples  being  taken  at  Butterknowle  and  Evenwood. 
These  were  entirely  satisfactory.

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Joint  Scheme  for  Augmentation  of  Cockfield  and  District 
and  Copley  and  District  Water  Supplies.. 

During  the  year  the  Surveyor  gave  details  of  a pro- 
posed scheme  for  augmenting  water  supplies  in  the  Cockfield. 
Wackerfield  and  Hilton  areas  by  the  use  of  an  already  existing 
bore-hole  in  Raby  Park.  It  was  proposed  to  pump  the  water 
from  the  borehole  to  Raby  Park  reservoir.  A booster  pump 
at  the  reservoir  would  be  used  for  augmenting  the  Cockfield 
supply,  and  the  surplus  water  thus  provided  could  be  taken  to- 
Copley  where,  in  the  summer  months,  shortage  of  water  ha» 
caused  hardship  to  the  farms  in  the  area. 


Eggleston. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  on  the  new  water 
supply  scheme,  including  the  laying  of  a 3 main  to  the  various 
properties,  had  been  nearly  completed.  It  was  hoped  that 
the  new  supply  would  be  available  for  use  by  early  February 
of  the  following  year. 

Streatlam  and  Stainton. 

Approval  in  principle  to  the  Council’s  scheme  for  pro- 
viding a booster  pump  to  improve  the  water  supply  to  this 
parish  was  received  fiom  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  April. 

In  October,  the  Surveyor  reported  that  work  had  com- 
menced ont  this  scheme.  Materials  were  on  the  site,  founda- 
tions completed  and  the  erection  of  wallsi  had  commenced. 


Cockfield,  Wackerfield  and  Hilton  Water  Supply. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  excessive 
deposits  of  iron  in  the  water  supply  to  properties  in  the  Sun 
Inn  area.  The  complaints  were  of  a red  sediment  appearing 
in  the  water  after  boiling  or  standing,  and  of  an  unpleasant 
taste.  Clothing,  etc.,  when  washed  in  the  water,  also  became 
stained. 


The  Surveyor  leported  that  the  water  main  to  this  area 
was  a dead  end  and  that  the  water  was  liable  to  become  stag- 
nant if  not  sufficiently  drained  off.  He  recommended  fre 
quent  flushing  of  the  main  and  later  when  this  had  been  carried 
out,  the  condition  of  the  water  improved. 
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WATER  SHORTAGES.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

OOCKFIETJ),  TlsPEREEY,  TTlGH  AND  Low  LANDS. 

The  new  sewage  works  for  this  area  were  completed 
during  the  year.  The  works  provide  for  a population  of 
about  2,300  in  Cockfield  and  about  500  persons  in  the  Lands 
and  Esperl  ev  areas. 


The  sewage  will  be  treated  by  passage  through  a 
screening  chamber,  detritus  tanks,  (2)  sedimentation  tanks, 
and  (3)  percolating  filters.  The  sludge  from  the  tanks  will 
be  run  on  to  drying  beds,  the  drainage  water  from  which  will 
be  passed  back  to  the  inlet  end  of  the  works  for  re-treatment 
along  with  the  incoming  sewage. 

Stainton. 

The  scheme  for  the  laying  of  a 6 sewer  from  the 
village  to  link  up  with  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  work 
belonging  to  the  War  Department  in  Stainton  Camp,  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year. 


Boi.am. 


It  was  decided  by  the  Council  in  November  that  in 
view  of  the  present-day  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure, 
further  consideration  of  the  scheme  be  deferred  for  1 2 months, 

Eggleston  and  Gainford. 

The  Council  considered  the  question  of  the  provision 
of  new  sewage  works  for  the  villages  of  Gainford  and  Eggle- 
ston and  it  was  pointed  out  that  at  Eggleston  there  was  virtu- 
ally no  effective  sewage  treatment  at  the  present  time  and  that 
in  view  of  the  new  water  supply  scheme,  the  need  for  an 
adequate  sewage  disposal  scheme  wrould  become  paramount. 

It  was  therefore  decided  by  the  Council  that  the  parish 
of  Eggleston  should  have  priority  and  the'  Council’s  Architect 
agreed  to  act  as  Engineer  in  the  preparation  and  carrying  out 
of  both  these  schemes. 

Later  in  the  year  the  Architect  reported  that  he  was 
busy  surveying  the  line  of  the  new  sewer  and  the  site  for  the 
new  sewage  works  at  Eggleston. 

3.  PRIVY  CONVERSIONS. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December.  195  7,  6f> 
individual  grants  were  approved  by  the  Council  for  privy 
conversions. 
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In  addition  a conversion  scheme  was  carried  out  in 
connection  with  123  properties  at  Raby  Moor,  Esperley,  and 
High  Lands,  Cockfield,  Copeland  Row,  Evenwood,  and 
Hummerbeck,  West  Auckland. 


4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  greater  part  of  the  area  is  covered  by  direct 
labour.  Scavenging  is  undertaken  by  Karrier  Bantam  motor 
vehicles.

During  the  year  32  visits  were  made  to  infestations  in 
private  premises,  and  29  visits  for  rechargeable  treatments  in 
connection  with  farms  and  business  premises. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  were

high  reading  in  May  of  I 47.3  tons  per  square  mile  the  average 
figure  would  have  been  even  lower  than  it  was.  Assuming 
that  the  average  wind  direction  w-.s  about  the  same  duiing  the 
two  years  it  can  therefore  be  reasonably  concluded  that  the 
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amount  of  grit  falling  on  the  village  was  considerably  less  than 
in  previous  years,  and  that  the  improvements  carried  out  to 
the  coke-oven  furnaces  probably  contributed  to  this. 

It  must  be  noced,  however,  that  there  was  no  improve- 
ment in  the  grit  fall  in  the  direction  of  Steel  s Field,  the  aver- 
age reading  being  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous  year 
(average  of  nine  months’  reading  in  1956  59.30  tons*  per 
square  mile).

In  rminertinn  with  the  Council  s first-vear  nroaramm^ 

of  slum  clearance  listed  in  my  report  for  the  year  1956,  20 
families  living  in  The  Oaks,  Evenwood,  were  re-housed  by 
the  end  of  the  year.

Six  of  the  licences 
are  granted  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  three  for 
T.T.  Pasteurised  and  Pasteurised,  six  for  Pasteurised  and  five 
for  Sterilised.

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations. 

Regular  meat  inspection  visits  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  employed  by  the  Council,  both  of  whom 
hold  the  Meat  and  Other  Foods  Certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute.  It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  note  that  at  the 
present  time  when  so  much  comment  is  made  in  the  Press 
criticising  the  varying  standards  of  meat  inspection,  notably 
in  rural  areas,  a 1 0 0 ' system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out 
in  your  area. 
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Three  butchers  continue  to  slaughter  on  Sundays,  and 
a further  five  in  the  evening,  and  this,  of  course,  often  entails 
visits  being  made  outside  normal  office  hours.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  total  number  of  children  aged  under  I 5 who  re- 
ceived a primary  course  of  immunisation  during  the  year  con- 
tinued to  be  satisfactory;  the  number  being  249  compared  with 
255  during  the  previous  year

There  were  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in 
the  district  during  the  year. 

There  was  again  a considerable  fall  in  the  incidence 
of  scarlet  fever,  only  four  cases  being  notified  compared  with 
10  in  1956  and  13  in  1955.  The  notification  rate  was  0.2 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  a rate  of  0.5  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  measles  was;  high  during  the  year,  the 
number  notified  being  3 58  compared  with  I 70  in  the  previous 
year.  The  notification  rate  was  18.0  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  a rate  of  8.5  in  I 956. 

There  were  68  case  < of  whooping  cough  compared 
with  5 I during  the  previous  year.  The  notification  rate  was 
3.4  compared  with  a rate  of  2.5  in  1956. 

Ante  kick  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paha  lysis). 

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  May  in 
the  district.  The  patient  was  a boy  aged  I 4,  a boarder  at 
St.  Peter  s School,  Gainfo.d.  He  had  been  home  for  the 
Easter  vacation  in  the  Gateshead  area'  and1  had  only  returned 
to  school  a week  before  being  taken  ill.  He  developed  paral- 
ysis in  both  legs  and  was  admitted  to  hospital,  but  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  he  made  a complete  recovery  with  no  subse- 
quent disability.

I’nuoM  YKi.ri  is  Vaccination  Scheme. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of 
*hi  ldren  against  poliomyelitis  which  was  instituted  'by  the 
Government  in  1956  was  again  resumed,  and  children  born 
between  the  years  1947  and  1954  who  had  previously  regis- 
tered but  who  had  not  been  inoculated!  were  given  two  injec- 
tions of  vaccine.  In  May  the  scheme  was  extended  to  include 
children  born  in  the  years  1955  and  1956,  and  parents  of 
children  in  the  previous  categories  who  had  not  already  regis- 
tered their  children,  were  given  another  opportunity  to  do  so. 

As  in  I956,<  the  vaccinations  were  mainly  carried  out 
at  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  the  injections  were  given  either 
by  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officers  or  by  local  General  Prac- 
titioners who  were  asked  to  do  this  work  where  there  were 
sufficient  children  available  to  form  a session. 

In  outlying  parts  of  the  district  vaccinations  were  done 
at  schools,  and  in  these  cases  the  injections  were  given  by  the 
Assistant;  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Injections  were 
also  given  at  the  school  clinic  in  Barnard  Castle. 

It  is  too  early  vet  to  give  a full  assessment  of  the  value 
of  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  but  the  following 
information  which  v/as  published  later  in  the  year  in 
the  medical  press  gives  a very  satisfactory  preliminary  assess- 
ment of  the  results  in  the  first  groups  inoculated. 

"In  the  74  660  vaccinated  children  born  1947  1950 
and  aged  roughly  5 A - 9 A years,  who  received  two  injections  of 
vaccine,  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occured,  giving  an 
attack  rate' of  1.3  per  100,000.  The  attack  rate  in  the  corre- 
sponding unvaccinated  children  was  8.2  per  100,000.  At 
this  latter  rate  six  cases  would  have  occurred  in  the  vaccinated 
group  in  place  of  the  one  actually  observed. 

In  the  74,024  children  born  1951-54,  and  aged  IA-5A 
yc  rs  who  received  two  injections  of  vaccine,  three  cases  of 
paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred,  giving  an  attack  rate  of  4.1 
pm  I 00,000.  1 he  attack  rate  in  the  corresponding  unvaccin- 

ated  children  was  20.  I per  1 00,000.  At  this  latter  rate  1 5 
cases  would  have  occurred  in  the:  vaccinated  group  in  place  of 
the  three  actually  observed 

In  both  age  groups  observed  the  incidence  of  paralytic 
disease  in  the  vaccinated  children  was  only  about  1 /5th  of  the 
incidence  in  the  unvaccinated.
